LICENSES & PERMITS 

5. Request: Theatre License - Wine & Malt Only 

Capitol Theatre, Richard Fraiman, Fraiman Enterprises Inc., 204 Massachusetts Avenue 


Mrs. Mahon stated she was opposing the issuing of said license because she feels the Capitol Theatre is not like 
the Regent and it is not Somerville. She feels that this theatre is the one place where teens and families go and 
does not see the need for alcohol to be served. 

Julia Story, 25 Freeman Street stated thatthe neighborhood is alreadya dumping ground forTheatre goers 
trash and now they are going to add liquor. She does not believe the Town needs to serve liquor at any theatres 
and she liked it when the Town was "dry". 

Maureen Stephens spoke on behalf of herfamily that lives atthe corner of Lake Stand Freeman Street. She stated 
that refrigerated trucks serving the Capitol idle by the curb for long periods making noise, slowing down traffic and 
also making it difficult to park and pull out of nearby driveways. She stated that her family and neighbors have been 
affected by the changes made bythe Fraiman family. She urged the Board to vote no on issuing this license. 

Noreen Conroy, 15 Freeman Street, stated it is a dumping ground for the Capitol Theatre. She is 

out every morning picking up trash from the night before and stated they take every parking space on Freeman 

Street. 

Mr. Fraiman stated he took exception to the residents' comments. 

He also stated that delivery trucks that come to the theatre try to do their best to avoid rush hour and make quick 
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stops. Mostoftheirdeliveries are done in the morning. Mr. Fraiman stated it's nota perfectsituation, but if there's 
anything he can do to be better neighbors, he will do it. 

Mr. Byrne urged both sides to speak calmlyto each other about any problems. 

Mr. Dunn suggested that Mr. Fraiman, his neighbors and the whole Capitol Square district could take this 
opportunity to talk out issues. Fie stated that one of Arlington's blessings and challenges is its density. He stated 
residents are on top of commercial districts and people are stepping on each other's toes. 

Mr. Curro stated that problems regarding litter, etc. are not germane to whether the Capital Theatre should receive a 
liquor license. Mr. Curro is confident the terms of the license will not forgive violations. Mr. Curro stated he shared 
Mrs. Mahon's concerns, but we had several hearings on the subject. He feels the Board of Selectmen and Board of 
Health can work together to address the trash problems. 

Mr. Greeley stated that the voters approved it last April 10, 2012 and said these licenses should be offered. Mr. 
Greeley stated anyalcohol consumption in Arlington is to be done responsibly and legallyand if Mr. Fraiman doesn't 
do that, he will not have his license for long. Mr. Greeley thanked Mr. Fraiman for his patience and excellent 
business. 

Mr. Dunn moved approval. SO VOTED (4-1)

Juliana Rice, Town Counsel 

Sweet Chili, Sabzi and Kathmandu Spice Restaurant will have their alcohol licenses 
suspended forthree days in September because employees served beerto underage 
operatives of the Police Department and failed to ask for identification. 

The three restaurants all took full responsibility for their infractions. The restaurants will 
remain open during the suspensions, butthey will not be allowed to serve alcohol. 

The Board voted to suspend Sweet Chili, Sabzi and Kathmandu Spice Restaurant 
forthree consecutive days in September, the Town's minimum penalty for the first 
violation. Sweet Chili's suspension will be Monday through Wednesday. Sabzi's 

suspension days will be Tuesday through Thursday. The restaurant is closed Mondays. Kathmandu suspension 
will be Monday, Wednesdayand Thursday. Theyare closed on Tuesdays. The board will issue a written decision 
with specific dates before Labor Day.

Initially, Woburn was part of these discussion, but due 
to budgetary limitations, theyare unable to move forward with any collaboration. 

Mr. Chapdelaine submitted a draft of the proposed IMAagreement between 
Arlington and Bedford. The agreement outlines the obligations that both Arlington 
and Bedford will commit to as part of this collaboration. 

Mr. Chapdelaine feels that this initiative serves to meet both the Board's commit- 
mentto energy efficiency as well as its interest in seeking regional collaboration.

Mr. Chapdelaine stated the Dept, of Public Works does not use any blacktop sealants containing coal tar. Mr. Dunn 
suggested thatshe may want to submita Warrant Article at the Annual Town Meeting regarding blacktop sealants. 

Mrs. Mahon moved receipt of correspondence. SO VOTED (5-0) 

New Business 

Mr. Chapdelaine reported that Danielle Smith, Arlington Police Department, passed an exam recently to become a 
Certified Law Enforcement Analyst. Bypassing the exam she became the 7th certified CLEAin the state and the 
38th in the country. The exam tests the analyst on 20 

different skill sets including basic information such as Criminal Justice System, Criminology, Research Methods 
and also on more complicated techniques such as Inferential and Descriptive Statistics, Spatial Analysis and 
Temporal Analysis. 

Mr. Chapdelaine stated as part of Arlington's ongoing effort to improve service delivery to residents, the Town has 
updated its online GIS mapping service to SimpliCITY Mapping by PeopleGIS. This new mapping service will offer 
new and improved features including custom 

map creation, abutters list and quick zooms. The new system is easy to update allowing the Town to provide the 
public more accurate and timely map information. 

Mr. Chapdelaine stated that Arlington was one of three communities to receive a grant to support energy efficiency. 
Arlington, Medford and Sudbury will each receive $250,000 through the Department of Energy Resources' 1st 
Green Communities Competitive Grants Program. Arlington will use $220,000 from the grant to upgrade the 
heating and air conditioning system 

at Arlington High School and the remaining amount will be used forsome energy efficiency improvements at other 
Arlington Schools and the Robbins Library. 
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Mr. Chapdelaine stated thata postcard is being sent to Arlington residents regarding a meeting to be held at the 
Town Hall on October 17th. Arlington is creating a master plan and is reaching out to members of the community to 
help shape goals and policies for the Town's future growth 
and development. 

Mr. Chapdelaine stated that a meeting will be held on Thursday, July 25 th with Laura Weiner, Officer Rateau and a 
few members of TAC regarding the parking study created atTown Meeting to explore parking in Arlington Center. 

Mr. Chapdelaine stated thatthe Town will be reviewing the Website's current online communication and customer 
service operations and goals. The focus of the project is updating the Town's current website and e-mail channels 
with an eye toward possible social media, local 

Media, mobile devices and other communication/CS channel integration. 

Mr. Chapdelaine invited the Board to participate in the 3rd Annual 5K Race, sponsored by the Friends of the Council 
on Aging, Sept. 9th. He stated that if they signed upforthe race and beat him, he will take them outto lunch. He 
also invited Town employees to participate. If, by luck, no one beats him, he will sponsor a lunch in the Town Hall 
for everyone who signed up for the 
race and participated. 

Mrs. Mahon asked Mr. Chapdelaine if he would report back to the Board with an update from David Good/Joe Miksis 
regarding the recent computer crash and if we are going to a different server. 

Mrs. Mahon reported thata meeting has been scheduled with Commissioner Lambert, Dept, of Conservation & 
Recreation forThursday, July 26th at 10:00 a.m. atthe State House. This meeting was arranged by Representative 
Garballey. The meeting is forthe purpose of discussing issues with the Alewife Greenway project and the 
Sunnyside Avenue, Lafayette St. and. Boulevard Road areas. Representative Garballey, Mr. Chapdelaine, Town 
Engineer Wayne Chouinard and Mrs. Mahon will be attending. 

Mrs. Mahon stated thatthe Arlington Chairleaders will be assisting the Susan G. Koman 3-Day walk on Saturday, 

Ju ly 27th. 

Mrs. Mahon asked Mr. Chapdelaine for an update from the PermanentTown Building Committee if they have any 
plans forthe Stratton School, Ottoson Middle School and Arlington High School. 

Mr. Dunn stated we definitely need to talk about a road map as to the Ottoson Middle School, Arlington High School 
and Minuteman. 

Mr. Byrne stated thatthe Coordinated Finance Stake Holder Group is embarking on recommendations and he is 
veryexcited as to what will come from it. 

Mr. Curro stated he attended a meeting last Monday, July 9th atTown Hall regarding the Solarize 
Mass. Program. About 300 local residents and businesses have signed up to receive free solar-power 
assessments underthe State's Solarize Mass. Program. To access information about the Solarize program you can

Mr. Dunn stated he is talking with other towns regarding the Minuteman School Building. They are looking at 
alternative funding sources forthe building project.
